the Vital hlaterials Repository was concluded on 10 May 1961 
at VMR. There were two orientation classes last November and 
December. In these five classes a total of 45 students from the 
OCR list of key personnel, and one from 0CI, completed the entire 
course. The OCR list of key personnel has 62 names. In addition, 
five members of the VMR staff attended the two mornings of head- 
quarters briefings. Students included five of the eight OCR 
division chiefs and three secretaries. At VMR the students were 
given packets of questions, of a type likely to be asked in time 
of an emergency, to which they were to find answers. To find an- 
swers to the questions the students had to use the vital materials 
of most of the OCR divisions. The most valuable general tools 

fv r So din ? ® nSWerS were the intelligence Publications Index and 
the NIS. Although the purpose of the course was to give students 
the ability to use all OCR vital materials holdings. It had a num- 
ber of valuable side effects: (l) It provided the students with 
a complete orientation into OCR; many students were lacking in 
their knowledge of OCR. (2) It showed deficiencies in the vital 
materials holdings, many of which are now being remedied, (3) In 
a number of instances, the vital materials holdings revealed 
changes which should be made in headquarters holdings or procedures: 
some of these changes are now being made.
